Poinsettias 

If they’re fertilized 
according to label 
directions with a water 
soluble fertilizer and given 
six hours of bright, 
indirect light daily, they'll 
continue to grow.

Don't panic if you see 
them shedding a few 
leaves. This is normal, and 
it indicates the plant is 
ente: g dormancy. When 
this occurs, place the 
poinsettias in an area with 
temperatures around 50°F 
or so if possible. Water 
them occasionally. They'll 
remain dormant until 
spring, then start growing 
again. 


Plant Lighting 

Believe it or not, the 
days are getting longer 
now. But nowhere near 
long enough, so you’ll 
have to provide your own 
light for some house- 
plants. You can tell when a 
plant is falling victim to 
low light. It'll be marked 
by spindly growth and 
‘dropped leaves, and 
newly-formed leaves will 
be farther apart on the 
stems than previous 
leaves. There may be 
yellowing and spotting as 
well. 


Hook a plant light up to 
an automatic timer so you 
an accurately regulate the 
time. Fluorescent lighting 
is best for indoor plants. 


Watering 

Over- or under-watering 
can adversely affect 
plants’ health. Instead of 
watering at set intervals, 
water only when the top 
soil layer is dry or when 
the pot feels lighter than 
normal. These are 
generalizations, though. 
Some plants require damp 
soil while others thrive in 
slightly arid earth. 
Experience will show you 
each plant’s requirements.

Mulching 

Take a stroll around the 
yard if temperatures 
permit.

It’s easy to see 
where the wind sweeps 
away snow, exposing bare 
earth or grass. Since some 
evergreens may have 
difficulty getting 
established in windy 
conditions, you'll know 
which areas need'to be 
screened from it.

However, according to 
Donald Robinson, the Illinois 
High School Association 
associate executive director, 
the THSA does not permit 
pretests. Thus, the outcome 
stands. 

In response to the protest 
filed by O’Fallon athletic 
director Steve Oliver, 
Robinson,wrote: ‘I am in 
receipt of your Dec. 4 fax 
requesting that game results 

be voided and the contest 
resumed at the point that 
the error occurred. 

“While I am in agreement 
with you that an error did 
occur by allowing the 
players to begin the 
overtime going the wrong 
direction, the error was 
corrected as best it could be 
by applying National 
Federation Rule 4-5-4. Since 
the IHSA by-laws do not 
permit protests, there is 
nothing tlrat can be done to 
change the outcome of the 
game. I have discussed the 
incident with the officials, 
and they are aware of the 
error.” 

Yet, in discussing the 
matter with Robinson, who 
the THSA can ill-afford to 
lose when he retires in June, 
I.am convinced that he — 
like the game officials — are 
in agreement that there was 
more than one error. 

The basket never should 
have been awarded to 
Belleville West although, as 
Don mentioned, it really 
means nothing if the IHSA 
does not accept protests. 


““You_can protest a lot of 
things,” Robinson said in 
referring to such things as 
the protest a school might 
file against an opponent for 
using an ineligible player. 

“But when it comes to a 

‘ame, you cannot recreate 

e situation — the same 
exact situation that occurred 
at the point of paptest.”’ 

Hearing such still did not 
convince me that the [HSA 
has never ruled on a game 
protest. Sure enough, 
Robinson recalled an 
incident that occurred in the 
early 1970s (prior to his _ 
joining the AC in 778) in 
which an outcome in a IHSA 
Class A boys regional 
basketball tourney was 
changed. 

“Tt was a game between 
two schools in the Chicago 
area, and a scoring error 
occurred,”’ said Robinson. 


As you might suspect, the 
protesting school had to take 
its case to a different court 
—_one where a judge quickly 
ruled on the matter, causing 
the IHSA, indeed, to accept 
and rule on the protest. 

At this point, there is no 
indication O’Fallon will take 
its case to a court of law.

By themselves, these 
foods are low in fat and 
often cholesterol-free, pro- 
viding B-vitamins, iron 
and, if whole grain vari- 
eties are chosen, a dose of 
fiber. Keep complex car- 
bohydrates lean by mod- 
erating add-ons like 
cream sauces, heavy 
cheeses and fatty meats. 

Pasta is a naturally 
quick-to-fix entree. After 
coming home from work 
or a full day of carpool 
duty, set a pot of plain 
water to boil. Skipping the 
addition of salt to the 
water keeps sodium to a 
minimum. 

There is no need to 
worry about compromis- 
ing the flavor of the 
pasta. Pasta has a won- 
derfully mild flavor all its 
own that takes well to the 
addition of robust sauces 
and toppings. 

After the water comes 
to a full boil, add dry 
pasta, then build the meal 
while the noodles cook. 

For example, toss a 
salad of dark leafy 
greens, warm a loaf of 
crusty whole grain bread 
or heat a low-fat sauce 
dressed with extra veg- 
gies. Try mushrooms, 
peas, asparagus, zucchini

and green peppers. Add 
pre-cooked lean meat and 
protein sources, like 
chicken breast chunks, 
ground turkey breast, 
seafood, tofu, or rinsed 
and drained, canned 
beans. 

For flavor variety and 
a fiber bonus, experiment 
with whole grain pasta 
varieties, like whole 

wheat spaghetti, maca- 
roni or lasagna noodles.

Read the labels on 
refrigerator pastas. Many 
are higher in fat because 
they contain whole eggs. 
Instead of traditional dry 
SEF HOOT: opt for a 
yolk-free variety.

Some argue, ‘“‘But I see 
pumpkin pies sold 
unrefrigerated at my 
grocery store all the time, 
so it must- be OK.”’ 

The St. Louis County 
Health Department has 
rules about that 
ies wishing to sell 
without 
refrigeration must submit a 
lab -test report showing the 
pie recipe they use will not 
support bacterial growth. 

By adding preservatives 
or altering the acidity, 
commercial recipes can be 
made shelf-stable, as 
documented by the lab test. 

Shelf-stable pies are 
labeled to avoid confusion

Heaters, holiday decorations potential fire 


The smell of freshly baked holiday 
cookies, the glitter of colorful lights 
reflected off the fresh snow and the 
smiling faces of friends and family as 
they gather together to celebrate 
These images certainly bring to mind 
fond holiday memories. But these 
same holiday symbols and activities 
also can bring sobering images of 
possessions and lives lost as a result 
of tragic, though preventable, fires 
and injuries. 

Many people are unaware 
December, January and February 
are the leading months for home fires 
and home fire deaths in the United 
States.In fact, according to the 
nonprofit National Fire Protection 
Association, more than one-third of 
home fire deaths in the United States 
occur during the winter months. This 
holiday season, Underwriters 
Laboratories Inc. and the NFPA once 
again are urging consumers to 
protect their homes, themselves and 
their loved ones from the devastating 
consequences of a home fire. 

UL and the NFPA have broadened 
the scope of their annual ‘“‘Operation 
Decoration” holiday safety campaign 
to include fire prevention and safety 
tips for the holiday season, including 
tips for holiday entertaining and 





cooking, home heating, and holiday 
lighting. 
‘Safer holiday entertaining 
UL and the NFPA offer these fire 
safety tips to follow while 
entertaining and cooking during the 
holidays and any time of the'year: 

Turn off and unplug all 
appliances when not in use. 

Use caution when using electrical 
appliances. Never plug more than one 
high wattage appliance into a single 
outlet, Check appliances for frayed or 
cracked cords and make sure to have 
them repaired by a professional 
technician if needed: Never stand in 
or near water when using electrical 
appliances. 

Keep young children at least 
three feet away from kitchen 
appliances when cooking. . 

Dress appropriately for cooking 


Safer home heating 
According to the NFPA, 
approximately 74,400 home fires 
occurred in 1995, killing 480 people 
and injuring more than 2,000. 

Select heating equipment that 
bears the UL Mark. The UL Mark on 
a product means that UL engineers 
have tested representative samples of 
the product for foreseeable safety 
hazards. . 

Install and maintain heatin: 
equipment correctly; and be sure it 
complies with local fire and building 
codes. Have local building or 
certified maintenance and repair 
technicians check and clean your 
heating system once a year. 

Keep all portable heaters and 
space heaters at least 36 inches (1 
yard) from combustible materials, 
including furniture, bedding, clothing 


Wear short or tight-fitting sleeves and and pets. 


use caution when working near heat 
sources. 

Have plenty of fire-resistant pot 
holders and oven mitts ready for) use. 

Turn handles inward so pots-and 
pans won’t be pulled or knocked off 
the stove. 

Keep the stove-top clean and 
clear, Store combustible materials 
away from heat sources.

Turn off space heaters when you 
are not in the room or when you go 
to sleep. Supervise children at all 
times when space heaters are in use.

‘ heater, check for frayed or split 


wires or overheating. Have 2 
problems repaired by a professional 
technician before operating. 

If you have a liquid-fueled space

heater, use only the fuel 
recommended by the manufacturer. 
Never use gasoline or any other 
substitute fuel. The wrong fuel could 
burn hotter than the equipment’s 
design limits and cause a serious 
fire. When refueling, always turn off 
the heater and let it cool down 
completely before adaing fuel. Wipe 
up any spills promptly. [If you are 
considering buying a kerosene heater, 
be sure to check with your local fire 
department first to find out if it is 
legal in your community. 

Store the kerosene away from 
heat or open flame in a container 
approved by the local fire 
department, and be sure it is clearly 
marked with the correct name of the 
fuelGi.e.: kerosene). 

Have your chimney inspected by 
a professional heating technician 
prior to the start of every heating 
season and cleaned if necessary. 
Creosote, a chemical substance that 
forms when wood burns, builds up in 
chimneys and can cause a chimney 
fire if not removed through cleaning. 

Always protect your home and 
your family by using a sturdy 
fireplace screen when using your 
fireplace. . 

Remember to burn only wood 


hazards © 


never burn paper or pine boughs, 
which can float out the chimney and 
ignite your roof or a neighboring 
home. 

If you are purchasing a 
factory-built fireplace, select one that 
is UL Listed and have it properly 
installed according to local codes 

Do not burn fires in your 
fireplace if the area around the 
fireplace and mantle are decorated 
with stockings or other combustible 
decorations. 

Safer holiday lighting 
Candles add a cozy touch to your 
home during the holidays, but if 
you’re not careful, they can be a 
serious fire hazard as well. According 
to the NFPA, nearly 7,000 home fires 
are caused by candles every year. 

Be sure to place candles i 
sturdy, non-combustible holders, and 
keep them well away from 
decorations and other combustible 
materials. 

Don’t leave children unattended 
in a room with lit candles, and 
always keep candles, as well as 
matches and lighters, up high and out 
of the reach of children 

Don't display lit candles in 
windows or near exits in case you 
need these to escape.
